A number of Republican candidates 
went to Verdi yesterday evening on a 
special train. They held a meeting 
in N. J. Foxwell's saloon. Several 
short speeches were made and were 
very well received by the company.

thoughtful and intelligent looking 
Democrats. T. V. Julien was very 
happy in his remarks, He said he 
wanted to be District Attorney be- 
cause there was a good salary coo- 
nected with it.
